ANNUAL  REPORT, 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Urban  District 

Council  of  Worsborough. 


Gentlemen, 

In  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Local 
Government  Board,  I  beg  to  submit  my  Fifth  Annual 
Report  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary  Condition  of  the 
Worsborough  Urban  District. 

In  former  years  I  have  been  able  to  present  to  you  my 
Annual  Report  at  your  February  meeting,  but  this  year, 
owing  to  the  delay  in  getting  the  statistics  of  the  deaths 
of  residents  who  died  in  public  institutions  outside  your 
District,  it  was  quite  impossible  to  have  it  ready  at  the 
usual  time. 

Taking  Worsborough  Bridge  as  our  centre,  the  District 
is  divided  into  the  following  localities  : — 

Worsborough  Common  on  the  North, 
Worsborough  Dale  and  Swaithe  on  the  East, 
Worsborough  and  Birdwell  on  the  South, 

Blacker  on  the  South-East, 

but  for  the  purposes  of  Vital  Statistics  it  is  taken  as  one 
District.

BIRTHS. 

The  number  of  Births  registered  during  1906  was  Births 
429,  being  a  decrease  of  48  as  compared  with  the  number 
registered  the  previous  year, 
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Deaths 


This  number  is  made  up  of  200  males  and  ^229 
females,  and  is  equal  to  an  annual  nativity  rate  of  37 '59 
per  thousand  of  the  estimated  population,  or  a  decrease 
of  4-4  on  the  rate  of  the  previous  year. 

This  is  the  lowest  Birth-rate,  with  the  exception  of 
1904,  recorded  in  the  past  ten  years. 

It  is  impossible  to  get  the  number  of  Still-births  ,  in 
my  opinion  the  number  in  this  District  would  be  large.

DEATHS. 


The  number  of  Deaths  which  occurred  within  your 
District  during  the  year  was  154.  The  number  is  made 
up  of  86  males  and  68  females,  and  is  equal  to  an 
annual  mortality  rate  of  13-49  per  thousand  of  the 
estimated  population. 

It  must  be  a  matter  of  great  satisfaction  to  you  to 
know  that  this  is  the  lowest  Death-rate,  so  far  as  I  can 
discover,  ever  recorded  for  your  District. 

Twenty-one  Deaths  occurred  outside  of,  but  be¬ 
longing  to,  your  District  ;  the  corrected  Death-rate  is 
therefore  15 '33. 

When  compared  with  the  number  of  Deaths  during 
1905  it  shows  a  decrease  of  26,  or  a  decrease  of  2*53  per 
thousand  of  the  estimated  population.

INFANTILE  MORTALITY. 

Of  the  175  Deaths  which  occurred  during  1906,  68  Infantile 
were  under  one  year  of  age.  Mortaht- 

This  number  represents  an  annual  rate  of  Infantile 
Mortality  to  every  thousand  Births  of  146-85,  as  compared 
with  68  Deaths,  or  a  rate  of  144*06  for  1905. 

Although  the  number  of  Deaths  is  less  the  rate  is 
slightly  higher  than  the  previous  year  on  account  of  the 
decrease  in  the  number  of  Births.

Looking  at  the  above  list,  the  few  deaths  due  to 
diseases  of  the  respiratory  organs  is  the  first  to  strike  one’s 
notice.  Further  comment  is  necessary  concerning  the  fact 
that  no  fewer  than  18  children  under  one  year  of  age  died 
from  Diarrhoea,  though  I  have  nothing  new  to  add  to  what 
I  have  said  in  my  previous  Annual  Reports.  „

The  main  factor  has  still  to  be  overcome,  viz.  : — the 
battle  against  ignorance  or  negligence,  or  both,  in  the 
improper  feeding  of  Infants. 

I  think  some  little  improvement  is  being  made  in  this 
direction,  but  the  progress  is  slow,  and  that  the  cards  of  in¬ 
struction  which  you  caused  to  be  distributed,  through  the 
agency  of  the  Registrar,  have  had  a  beneficial  effect.

This,  as  usual,  heads  the  list  of  the  notifiable  diseases, 
the  incidence  of  the  disease  has  been  most  marked  in  the 
districts  of  Worsbro’  Common  and  Worsbro’  Bridge. 
Speaking  generally  it  has  been  of  a  mild  nature,  which 
renders  it  very  difficult  to  discover  early  cases  and  to  get 
proper  isolation,  as  many  are  not  medically  treated. 

Ten  cases  of  Erysipelas  were  notified  during  1906.  Erysipelas.

You  will  remember  that  I  suggested  to  you,  in  one  of 
my  Monthly  Reports,  after  receiving  two  notifications  of 
one  patient  in  a  fortnight,  that  Erysipelas  should  be  struck 
off  the  list  of  notifiable  diseases.  I  am  still  of  that  opinion.

This  substantial  decrease  in  the  number  of  cases  of 
Typhoid  Fever,  especially  in  the  Worsbro’  Bridge  district, 
must  be  a  matter  of  great  satisfaction  to  your  Council,  for 
no  disease  is  a  better  index  of  the  Sanitary  condition  of  the 
district  than  Typhoid  Fever.  It  is  essentially  a  filth 
disease,  pointing  to  some  weak  link  in  the  Public  Health 
Administration. 
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It  was  difficult  to  trace  the  exact  source  of  infection. 

Of  the  above  cases  one  woman  became  infected  through 
nursing  her  husband,  while  another  was  attributed  to 
eating  mussels. 

No  cases  could  be  traced  to  the  Milk  or  Water  Supply. 

Seven  of  the  cases  were  removed  to  the  Hospital. 

No  Deaths  occured  from  this  disease. 

DIPHTHERIA.. 

During  1906,  eight  cases  of  Diphtheria  have  been  Diphtheria, 
notified  to  me,  as  compared  with  16  in  1905.

I  cannot  give  any  reason  for  the  occurrence  of  these 
cases.  Only  one  case  was  due  to  direct  infection,  three  of 
the  cases  were  removed  to  the  Hospital,  two  died  before 
the  receipt  of  the  notification.  In  all,  three  deaths  occurred. 

PUERPERAL  FEVER, 

Two  cases  of  Puerperal  Fever  have  been  notified,  one  Puerperal  Fever, 
from  Worsbro’  Bridge  and  one  from  Worsbro’  Common, 
ono  terminating  fatally.  Both  were  cases  which  had  been 
attended  in  their  confinement  by  mid-wives. 

Three  deaths  were  registered  as  due  to  Measles  and  whoopingnd 
three  to  Whooping  Cough.  These  diseases  have  not  been  Cough, 
so  prevalent  as  usual.

TUBERCULOSIS. 

During  1906,  6  deaths  were  registered  as  due  to 
Phtlisis,  as  compared  with  14  in  1905,  and  4  attributed  to 
other  Tubercular  Diseases,  as  compared  with  6  in  1905. 

This  is  equal  to  an  annual  Death-rate  of  *87  per 
thousand  of  the  estimated  population  for  all  Tubercular 
Diseases. 

You  will  remember  that  in  May  last,  at  your  instiga¬ 
tion,  a  meeting  was  called  of  Representatives  from  all  the 
local  District  Councils  who  subscribe  to  the  Barnsley  Fever 
Hospital,  to  consider  the  advisability  of  taking  united 
action  in  the  treatment  and  prevention  of  Tuberculosis  in 
our  districts,  and  of  using  the  Small-pox  Hospital  at  Lund 
Wood  as  a  Sanatorium  when  not  otherwise  required. 
The  scheme,  afterwards  described  in  a  letter  to  the  local 
paper  as  a  hare-brained  project,  not  receiving  any  support 
from  the  Barnsley  Sanitary  Authority,  was  abandoned. 

The  evil  of  spitting  in  public  places  is  not  recognised 
in  this  district,  nor  are  the  notices  prohibiting  spitting  in 
trams  observed,  as  a  short  time  since  I  saw  a  delicate- 
looking  youth  smoking  a  cigarette  expectorate  48  times 
whilst  riding  on  a  tram  during  a  journey  of  a  mile  and  a 
half. 


17  deaths  were  registered  as  due  to  Heart  Disease 
as  compared  with  11  in  1905. 

Twenty-five  Deaths  were  registered  as  due  to  Bron¬ 
chitis,  Pneumonia,  or  other  diseases  of  the  respiratory 
organs,  as  compared  with  41  in  1905. 


INQUESTS. 

Fourteen  Inquests  have  been  held  touching  the  deaths 
of  persons  in  or  belonging  to  your  District,  during  1906, 
as  compared  with  15  in  1905.

WATER  SUPPLY. 

For  the  most  part  the  Water  Supply  in  your  District  water  Supply, 
has  been  satisfactory  ;  in  no  instance  has  any  disease  been 
traceable  to  the  Water.  The  majority  of  the  houses  are 
adequately  supplied  from  the  main  (Midhope  Reservoir), 
only  a  few  of  the  scattered  outlying  houses  being  dependent 
on  wells  for  their  supply. 

MILK  SUPPLY. 

During  1906  I  have  made  a  careful  inspection  of  most  Milk  Supply, 
of  the  Cowsheds  in  your  District,  and  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  has  made  276  inspections  of  the  46  Cowsheds, 
belonging  to  38  cowkeepers,  and  three  milk  vendors,  who 
buy  their  milk  wholesale  and  retail  it  out. 

Two  Cowsheds  have  been  closed  during  the  year  as 
unfit  for  dairy  cows,  10  repaired,  and  1  rebuilt.  Others 
are  receiving  attention  with  a  view  to  their  further  im¬ 
provement. 

The  majority  of  the  Cowsheds  and  Dairies  are  in  good 
order,  and  the  condition  of  the  cows,  in  my  opinion,  is 
above  the  average.  There  are,  however,  a  few  Cowsheds 
which  are  not  altogether  suitable,  in  that  they  are  not 
sufficiently  lighted,  ventilated,  or  properly  drained ;  and 
some  of  the  smaller  cowkeepers  are  still  without  a  proper 
Dairy. 

Whilst  appreciating  the  necessity  of  every  precaution 
being  taken  on  the  part  of  the  dairyman  to  ensure  cleanli¬ 
ness,  etc.,  this  may  be  rendered  of  no  avail  by  the  careless¬ 
ness  one  sees  on  the  part  of  the  consumers,  who  allow  their 
milk  to  be  received  in  a  dirty  vessel,  and  to  stand  uncovered 
in  their  living  room,  exposed  to  flies  and  dust. 
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FACTORY  AND  WORKSHOPS  ACT,  1901. 

In  submitting  my  Report  on  the  Factory  and  Work¬ 
shops  Act,  1901,  I  have  to  state  that  there  are  4  Factories, 
3  Work-places,  5  Workshops,  including  2  Tripe  Boilers. 
1  Bakehouse,  and  3  Domestic  Workshops  in  your  District.

All  these  have  been  visited  during  the  year,  and  a 
careful  inspection  made  as  to  the  general  cleanliness  and 
Sanitary  condition  of  each  Workshop. 

At  the  end  of  1906  no  list  of  out-workers  had  been 
received,  although  frequent  inquiries  have  been  made  from 
time  to  time. 


SCHOOLS. 

No  Schools  in  your  District  have  been  closed  owing 
to  epidemics  during  the  year. 

The  Sanitary  conveniences  in  all  the  Schools  are  good. 

Numerous  reports  from  the  Attendance  Officer  have 
been  received  from  time  to  time  certifying  that  children  are 
suffering  from  Measles,  Ring-worm,  Eczema,  Whooping- 
cough,  etc.,  etc.  It  is  impossible  for  me  to  verify  the 
accuracy  of  each  report,  so  I  have  kept  no  record  of  them. 
The  few  cases  that  I  did  investigate  I  found  the  diagnosis 
incorrect. 
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A  notice  has  always  been  sent  to  the  School  when  a 
notifiable  Infectious  Disease  occurs  in  the  home  of  a 
scholar. 

In  my  opinion  the  Attendance  Officer  is  too  zealous  in 
securing  the  attendance  of  scholars  when  they  are  not  in  a 
fit  condition,  and  not  of  school  age,  i.e.,  under  the  age  of 
five. 


SCAVENGING. 

The  number  of  privy  middens  and  ash-closets  in  the 
Worsbro’  Urban  District  amounts  to  something  like  780. 
The  whole  of  the  scavenging  of  these  conveniences  is  done 
by  your  own  staff.

DRAINAGE. 

The  houses,  where  possible,  are  drained  by  the  Coun¬ 
cil’s  sewers. 

During  the  year  there  has  been  laid  an  extension  of 
46  yards  of  12-inch  sewer  in  West  Street,  and  37  yards  of 
9- inch  sewer  in  Vernon  Road. 

All  new  drains  are  subjected  to  the  water  test,  and 
made  with  cement  joints. 

New  storm- water  and  settling  tanks  have  been  made 
at  Birdwell  Sewerage  Farm. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

All  the  houses  where  notifiable  Infectious  Diseases 
have  occurred  have  been  visited.  Disinfectants  have  been 
supplied  in  every  case,  and  instructions  given  to  parents  or 
those  in  charge  of  patients  as  to  the  methods  they  should 
adopt  in  order  to  prevent  the  spread  of  the  disease. 

Only  five  notices  for  over-crowding  have  been  served  Houses, 
during  the  year,  and  55  new  houses  have  been  completed 
and  occupied.  There  is  not  as  much  over-crowding  in  this 
District  as  in  former  years.
